ATTENDANCE QUITE GOOD. 


An Interesting1 Programme Carried 
Out This Morning—The Papers 
Read and Discussed. 


The thirty-fifth annual session of 
the Missouri State Teachers' asso­ 
ciation, the first one to be held in 
midwinter, commenced in the High 
school building this morning under 
the most favorable auspices. 
When W. H. Martin, of Lama 
Mo., president of the association^ 
called the meeting to order at 9:45 
o'clock, 
nearly 300 teachers were 
assembled in the auditorium, while 
the number in attendance during 
the afternoon 
included fully 500 
educators. 


The teachers upon their arrival 
at the High school building were 
received by Supt. G. V. Buchanan, 
Prof. J. D. Wilson and the local 
reception committee. The teachers, 
after being enrolled, spent the few 
minutes before the opening of the 
session in visiting and admiring the 
several rooms and laboratories in 
Sedalia's model High school build­ 
ing. 
The morning session was opened 
with the singing of “ America” by 
Missouri's teachers, 
they being ac­ 
companied by Gregg's 
orchestra, 
after 
which 
Rev. F. V. Stevens, 
pastor of the First Congregational 
church, invoked 
a blessing upon 
the teachers and ti^ work of the 
session. 
\ 
In the absence of ^l.of. 
Oliver 
Stigall, of Memphis, the first paper 
was read 
by Prof. F. A. 
Hall, of 
Springfield, his subject being “ The 
Arithmetic in 
Use 
in Missouri.” 
Prof. Hall briefly stated his objec­ 
tions to Ray's system of arithmetic 
and concluded that these text books 
were not what should be used in 
the 
schools. 
The professor 
ex­ 
pressed the hope that the meeting 
would not adjourn until the teach­ 
ers had taken some steps to secure 
a change in the text books on arith­ 
metic in use in Missouri. 
Superintendent 
W. 
J. 
H aw ­ 
kins, of 
Nevada, Mo., read the 
next 
paper, 
his 
subject 
being, 
“ The Language Books.” 
The pro­ 
fessor 
mildly 
criticised 
the 
text 
books in use and urged that the fu­ 
ture 
language book 
should have 
simplicity as its leadiiyt feature. 
Prof. J. A. Merril 
of Warrens- 
burg, 
followed 
wit 
a paper 
on 
“ Geographies,” in 1» mch he stated 
some of the many objections which 
had been made to the present text 
books. 
He said it had been claimed 
by some that there was too much cf 
geology, 
chemistry 
and 
astrono­ 
my 
in 
the 
modern 
geography, 
but 
he 
thought 
there 
was 
a 
growing 
demand for 
better 
text 
books on geography, and, if the 
teachers of Missouri will only make 
the demand, the text book will be 
forthcoming. 
After a brief intermission, Miss 
Gertrude Faulkner, of Lamar, 
was 
elected assistant secretary, 
and a 
discussion of the papers read fol­ 
lowed; among those participating 
were Principal W. T. 
Carrington, 
of Springfield, Prof. Sprecking, St. 
Louis, 
Prof. 
Thompson, 
Kansas 
City, 
Superintendent 
Soldan, St. 
Louis, and others. 
The discussion 
was quite spirited, there being an 
inclination toward the adoption of 
uniform text 
books. 
Most atten­ 
tion was given to arithmetic and 
language, but geography was taken 
up by Hon. L. E. Wolfe, of Kansas 
City, who closed the debate. 
As an introductory number to the 
afternoon session, the teachers were 
given a treat in vocal music by the 
pupils of Prospect school, and the 
excellence of training in music as 
shown by the songs rendered by 
the 
children brought forth much 
favorable criticism. 
The afternoon programme was in­ 
teresting 
and 
instructive and in­ 
cluded the following papers:

New High School,'' by Prof. J. D. 
Wilson, principal 
of the

SULTAN’S TERSE REPLY. 


Declines to Entertain the Suggestions 
Made By the Powers. 


C o n s t a n t i n o p l e , Dec. 2 9 . 
The 
Russian ambassador on Saturday, 
acting in concert with the repre­ 
sentatives of Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Germany and Austria, had an 
audience with Sultan Abdul Hamid 
and began by warning the sultan and 
the Turkish government that if the 
revenues ceded for the payments of 
the Turkish debt were touched, the 
European control of the finances of 
the empire would become inevitable. 
He also informed the sultan that 
the czar guaranteed 
his personal 
safety and engaged himself to main­ 
tain the sultan's supremacy in the 
event of severe measures being nec­ 
essary upon the part of the powers. 
The sultan refused his consent to 
any measure of control, financial or 
otherwise, by the powers, and the 
Russian ambassador 
replied 
that 
the condition of the Turkish empire 
placed the throne and the caliphate 
in imminent peril.

nesty decree, 
Armenian prisoners

2. The terms of office of the gov­ 
ernor, lieutena nt governor,secreta ry 
of sta le, sta te a uditor, sta te trea s­ 
urer a nd a ttorney genera l begin on 
the second Monda )’ of J a nua ry next 
a fter their election. 
The return.s 
of election for a bove na med officers 
a re sea led up a nd tra nsmitted by 
the returning officer to the secreta ry 
of sta te, directed to the spea ker of 
the house of representa tives. 
The 
constitution provides tha t immedi­ 
a tely a fter the orga niza tion of the 
house, 
a nd before proceeding 
to 
other business, 
the spea ker sha ll 
open a nd publish these returns in 
the presence of a ma jority of ea ch 
house of the genera l a ssembly, who 
sha ll for tha t purpose be a ssembled 
in the ha ll of the house of repre­ 
senta tives. 
It follows, therefore, 
tha t the a bove na med officers begin 
their terms on Monda y, J a nua ry 11, 
189 7. 
This ma y be with more or 
ess ceremony. 
No ina ugura tion 
proceedings a re provided for by 
he constitution or la ws, but it is 
not uncommon for the governor to 
deliver a n ina ugura l a ddress.

THE COMPANY’S VICTORY. 


Items o f In terest Picked Up from Va­ 
rio us So u rces fo r th e 
Benefit of 
“Demo crat” Readers. 


In the Jefferson county court at 
Oskaloosa, Kas., at 3 o’clock yes­ 
terday 
afternoon, 
Judge 
Myers 
handed 
down 
a decision 
in 
the 
famous Santa Fe railway receiver­ 
ship case, holding in favor of the 
railway company. 


H e declared that the alien land 
la w, under which he had appointed 
a receiver for the property, 
does 
no t apply to railroads. 
The d e ­ 
cision is a complete victory for the 
Sa nta Fe company. 


T h e other questions of lav/ raised 
by the attorneys on both sides were 
not passed upon, Judge Myers hold­ 
ing that this point alone was suffi­ 
cient to end the litigation. 


T h e attorneys f o r. the 
plaintiff 
will take steps at once to carry the 


case to the Kansas supreme court 
on an appeal. 


T he pivotal point in the case, 
sa y s Judge Myers, turns on section 
3, whether or not the alien land law 
a pplies to property necessarily used 
in operating a railroad. 
T h e great weight of judicial au­ 
thority in this country is that the 
property 
of a 
railroad 
company 
necessary for the operation of its 
railroad cannot be seized and sold 
in parcels under an execution. 
The courts have also held, inva­ 
ria bly , when considering the words 
“ rea l estate” and “ 
lands,” that the 
sa me should not be taken to mean 
the ro a dbed or right of way of a 
ra ilro a d com pany or other property 
necessa ry for it to use in the per­ 
fo rma nce of its chartered o bliga­ 
tio ns. 


T h e real estate held or acquired 
by a public corporation, like that 
held or owned by a railroad co m ­ 
pany in the exercise of a delegated 
right of eminent domain, and n e c­ 
essary for uses in which the public 
is concerned, 
is 
not 
within the 
meaning of the law real estate.

A COUNTY INSOLVENT. 


Lan e 
Co u n ty , Kas., Is Ov erlo ad ed 
With Deb t. 


D i g h t o n , K as., 
Dec. 
2 9 . — The 


board of county commissioners of 
this (Lane) county, in meeting yes­ 
terday, formally declared the coun­ 
ty insolvent, and issued instructions 
to Treasurer John Schlereck to re­ 
frain from further payment of in­ 
terest on the bonded indebtedness 
of the county. 
The county has, 
heretofore, 
al­ 
ways made its interest 
payments 
promptly, 
its warrants have circu­ 
lated at a very slight discount, and 
consequently 
its 
credit has 
been 
high. 
The 
funded 
debt 
of 
the 
county in $ 1 2 5 , 0 0 0 . 
T he bonds are 
held by 
about 
forty different corporations and in 
dividuals, in New York and New 
England, and when last heard from 
they were quoted at par. 
There 
seems to be no prospect that p a y ­ 
ment will ever be resumed upon the 
debt as it stands. 
Edward Helvie, chairman of the 
board of commissioners, 
made the 
following explanation of their a c­ 
tion: 
“ 
We have slopped payment 
of interest upon our bonded debt 
for the simple 
reason that Lane 
county is insolvent. 
“ 
We cannot raise enough money 
by taxation to meet our interest, 
and 
that is the whole story. 
O f 
course, we took this course 
with 
great reluctance, because this coun 
ty 
has heretofore, among all the

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CURSE OF A WOMAN. 


Strange Tale Regarding a Piece 
o f Pro perty . 


THE SEQUEL TO A SWINDLE 


Ev ery Building Erected Upo n a Blo ck 
o f Gro und Has Been Destro y ed 
by Fire. 


A n d e r s o n , Ind., Dec. 29 . —The 
t)wners o f 
the 
Co lumbia blo ck, 
which was destro y ed by fire Thurs­ 
day at a lo ss o f abo ut $8 0,000, will 
ho ld a meeting in this city fo r the 
purpo se o f reaching so me decisio n 
regarding rebuilding. 
Indicatio ns 
are that the present o wners o f the 
pro perty will no t rebuild. They are 
no t giv en to superstitio n, but there 
is an interesting histo ry co nnected 
with the site upo n which the struc­ 
ture sto o d that canno t, after a third 
co stly fire, be disregarded. 
If there is any thing in curses o r 
ho o do o s, 
this piece o f pro perty , 
which is in the heart o f Anderso n, 
and sho uld be the mo st v aluable, is 
certainly encumbered with a lasting 
and fatal co mbinatio n o f' the two . 
Fifteen 
y ears 
ago 
a ramshackle 
frame building was burned o n the 
piece o f pro perty . 
Ten y ears ago 
Maj. C. T. Do x ey erected o n the 
sitp an $8 0,000 o pera ho use, pro b­ 
ably the finest ev er built in Indiana. 
This was destro y ed by fire in six 
mo nths. 
Do x ey refused to rebuild, 
•say ing the gro und was “ ho o do o ed.” 
The sto ry which Do x ey to ld was 
laughed at then, but has in the last 
week beco me accepted by ev en the 
mo st skeptical. 
In the '7 0’s 
the 
pro perty was 
o wned by an o ld man by the name 
o f Ray . He left a daughter, Cassie, 
who later married a 
man named 
Fo ster, and a so n who later became 
Lieutenant W. 
R. 
Ray , 
in 
the 
United States nav y . 
It seems that 
the so n swindled the daughter o ut 
o f her share. 
She was thro wn o ut 
upo n the wo rld penniless and with 
v ihs bitterest feelings to ward her 
Bro ther. 
She went wro ng and o ne 
night she wandered back to the o ld 
place and died in the o ld ho use. 
She wo rked herself into a frenzy in 


the last few minutes and at length, 
raising herself in bed, 
she pro ­ 
no unced a v io lent curse upo n her 
bro ther and the man who had as­ 
sisted him in the alleged swindle. 
She then io v o ked a violent curse 
upo n the pro perty and she had just 
clo sed the sentence, “ No thing built 
here will ev er succeed, bee use I 
will place my ev il spirit here and 
keep my curse upo n it,” when she 
fell back o n #,he bed dead. 
A few 
mo nths later the building was burned 
do wn; a few 
mo nths later Lieu­ 
tenant Ray co mmitted suicide while 
in po rt at San Francisco , and a few 
mo nths after this the o ther man, 
who se name is no t recalled, killed 
himself o n the cursed piece o f 
pro perty . 
Then the Do x ey o pera 
ho use was destro y ed. Majo r Do x ey 
so ld the pro perty at a sacrifice to 
get it o ff his hands and a sto ck 
co mpany erected a $6 0,000 theater 
o n it. 
The v enture lo st mo ney fro m 
the first,-theatrical co mpanies went 
to pieces in it by the sco re, and in 
the pro fessio n the ho use was just 
gaining the name o f a ho o do o when 
it burned, taking with it all o f the 
belo ngiRgs o f Hettie Bernard Chase,

Diamond Particles in Steel. 


Several y ears ago M. 
Moissan, 
whose researches with the electric 
furnace have laid the foundation of 
a new and important branch of 
chemistry , 
discovered 
that when 
iron saturated at a high temperature 
with carbon is cooled under pres­ 
sure, a portion of the carbon cry s­ 
tallizes as minute diamonds. 
This 
has led M. Rossel to suspect that 
diamonds may be formed in the 
manufacture of 
very hard steels. 
Ex amination of many samples of 
such steels proves this to be the 
case, very minute cry stals having 
been found, the largest only a fif­ 
tieth of an inch in diameter, and the 
smallest much smaller, but having 
all the chemical and phy sical prop­ 
erties of the true diamonds. 
The 
cry stals arc obtained by dissolving 
the metai in 
acid, then treating 
the residue successively with con­ 
centrated 
nitric acid, 
potassium 
chlorate and hy drofluoric and sul­ 
phuric acids.

LEGALIZE BOXING. 


St. Louis Sports Take the Initiative iu 
Securing Legislation. 


A St. Louis paper says: The lov­ 
ers of 
ring sports should get to­ 
gether and attempt to 
secure the 
passage of a law similar to the H o r­ 
ton bill in New 
York, which would 


permit and 
legalize 
limited-round 
boxing matches in this state. 


Owing to unfavorable laws boxing 
has died out in St. Louis, but these 
“ cellar" 
and 
“ sneak" fights 
are 
taking place with great frequency, 
and tne men who desire to witness 
such 
contests 
must 
incriminate 
themselves when they attend. 
These sneak fights lead to many 
“ fakes" and are generally gotten up 
for the sole purpose of raising a 
stake for a few fellows willing to 
take all kinds of chances to secure 
a little ready money. 
Petty quarrels among a class of 
would be leaders caused the death 
of the Pastime Athletic club, and 
the quarrel was continued until it 
resulted in the dissolution of the 
West End Ath-letic club, when the 
chief of police forbade future b o x ­ 
ing contests in the city. 
These contests should be under 
such restrictions as to prevent them 
from being held in any place except 
a regularly 
organized and incor­ 
porated athletic club, and this, with 
reasonable purses, would attract the 
highest class of boxers, not mixed- 
ale fighters, 
but real boxers, and 
the interest in the sport would be 
revived among the better class of 
business and professional men, who 
support such athletic associations. 
A first class athletic club would 
not be a disgrace to St. Louis.
